“This will enable us to further expand the oppor¬ 
tunities and continuous provision available for the 
children and offer greater flexibility for their work¬ 
ing parents.” 

Tick Tocks is currently situated in a bungalow in 
Lyme Close, but a move would see an opportunity 
to cater for many more children and take on more 
staff. 

A sensory room and soft play area may be avail¬ 
able for use by the general public out of care hours, 
and will allow the centre to cater for children with 
varying special needs. 

The plan also includes a soft play facility for use 
by the general public out of care hours. 

A cafe, for parents to meet with children at week¬ 
ends or during holidays, is also part of the pro¬ 
posal. 

If approved, Tick Tocks would be able to cater 
for about 50 children, compared to 25 today.

From the editor's chair 


Hospitals fighting for future |_j 


AXMINSTER fought and lost the battle. Ottery 
is going the same way. Now Honiton and Seaton 
are fighting to keep their hospital beds. 

If the Axminster experience is any indication, 
any hopes of keeping the beds at Honiton Hos¬ 
pital are slim indeed. Very strong arguments for 
retaining some beds in Axminster were given 
scant consideration by NEW Devon CCG. 

It was heartening to see cross party opposi¬ 
tion to the plan to close the Honiton beds at the 
packed protest meeting at the Mackarness Hall. 

Mayor Caroline Kolek set the tone with an im¬ 
passioned defence for keeping the beds, 
declaring that her town had been dealt “a lot of 
injustice” in recent times. 

County councillor Claire Wright spoke about 
the fight at Ottery St Mary where beds will al¬ 
most certainly disappear. 

Axminster lost their beds some months ago 
to Seaton where there are currently 24 beds 
available. Seaton is now facing the possibility of 
losing those beds. 

NEW Devon CCG have put forward four op¬ 
tions, one of which would leave Seaton with no 
beds. Their preferred option, however, is for 24 
beds to stay in Seaton with 32 at Tiverton and 


16 in Exmouth. 

Doctors in Seaton, with support from town 
councillors and League of Friends members, are 
concerned that the preferred option may not 
materialise and have called their own protest 
meeting at The Gateway on November 4th (at 
2 pm). 

Communities up and down the country are 
facing the reduction in locals beds as the NHS 
pursues a policy of a greater emphasis on 
treating the sick at home. Most people would 
prefer to be treated at home but in many cases 
it’s just not practical and patients very often 
cause bed blocking in larger hospitals because 
there is nowhere to send them. This policy will 
exacerbate that problem. 

Sidmouth’s 24 beds are included in two of the 
four options but not in the CCG preferred one. 

The protesters at the Honiton meeting were 
given an evaluation sheet on the scoring criteria 
which many found confusing to the extreme. 

One of the arguments put forward at the 
Honiton meeting was that an area with a popu¬ 
lation of 100,000 could end up with just 24 
community beds. That prospect is alarming.

Town unites to fight 
closure of beds 


HONITON residents, councillors and the local MP 
have expressed their outrage at the recent an¬ 
nouncement that their hospital inpatient beds are 
set to close - and vented their anger at a public 
meeting. 

More than 100 people packed into the Mackar¬ 
ness Hall last week to voice their displeasure at 
the recent announcement, and were greeted by 
cross party support from Conservative East 
Devon District Councillor Mike Allen, Honiton and 
Tiverton Labour Party spokesman Henry Brown 
and former independent parliamentary candidate 
and county councillor Claire Wright. 

The Mayor of Honiton, Councillor Caroline Kolek, 
opened the meeting and addressed the crowd 
with a passionate defence of keeping the beds 
open: “I feel Honiton has been dealt a lot of injus¬ 
tice recently. This is just one in a long list of recent 
issues thrust upon the town." 

Cllr Mike Allen added: “Proposals for cutting 
beds in East Devon go too far leaving only 24 bed 
spaces for around 100,000 of the populations de¬ 
spite travel difficulties in rural areas. For example, 
how can people from Dunkeswell or Honiton eas¬ 
ily get to Seaton?! 

“No account is taken of the expected rise of the 
frail elderly population by 83 per cent in a decade. 

1 ‘No account was taken of the central location of 
Honiton Hospital to the area." 

Honiton Hospital's inpatient beds are set to close 
after they were left out of a public consultation, 
run by the NEW Devon Clinical Commissioning 
Group. Hospital beds in Seaton and Sidmouth are 
also under threat as part of the cost cutting con¬ 
sultation. 

Cllr Claire Wright, who was part of the fight to 
save the inpatient beds in Ottery, gave the angry 
Honiton residents advice on how to fight the de¬ 
cision and how they should proceed. 

Cllr Wright said: “As an Ottery councillor the 
reason I am active on this issue is because the 
proposals mean fewer beds in the system for all 
of us - and that affects everyone. 

“It is completely undemocratic and unaccept¬ 
able in my view that Honiton isn't even listed in 
the four options for retaining community hospital 
beds. 

“In Ottery it looks as though we have probably 
lost our beds, despite a hard fight. We still have 
stroke beds but these are temporary." 


Amended planning 
application 'perverse' 


AN AMENDED planning application to build up to 
150 houses on the green wedge between Colyford 
and Seaton was labelled 1 ‘rather perverse in many 
ways" during a public meeting of Seaton & Coly¬ 
ford Green Wedge Community Action Group. 

The meeting, held at Marshlands in Seaton, was 
called after the outline application was submit¬ 
ted. 

The outline planning application includes up to 
150 dwellings and features a range of one, two, 
three and four-bedroom houses and 75 afford¬ 
able homes; an employment area with up to 5,050 
square metres for offices and 3,500 square metres 
for light industrial use backing onto the existing 
employment area off 


WITH flu season fast approaching, Somerset 
County Council is urging parents across the area 
to make sure their children are vaccinated 
against the virus. 

While so much focus is put on the elderly pop¬ 
ulation during this time, the county council is 
making sure that parents know how and where 
to get the vaccination, which is free on the NHS 
for children who were aged between two to 
seven on August 31st 2016. 

All children aged between two and four will 
continue to get the vaccination from their GP and 
parents needs to arrange an appointment for this. 

In Somerset, children in Years 1 to 3 at school 
will be vaccinated by school nurses. This contin¬ 
ues after an initial pilot last year, which showed 
this approach was more acceptable to parents, 
resulted increased uptake and had the greatest 
impact on reducing illness. 

Parents will receive information and a consent 
form from the school, which they need to sign 
and return to ensure that their child is able to 
have the vaccination. 

Councillor Anna Groskop, Cabinet member with 
responsibility for health at Somerset County 
Council, said: 1 ‘Flu can be horrible for little children 
and if they get it, they can spread it around the 
whole family and to friends."

Missing boy’s parents make emotional 
plea for him to get in touch with them 


THE parents of missing Membury boy Arthur 
Heeler-Frood have made an emotional plea for 
him to get in touch. 

It has now been six weeks since 15-year-old 
Arthur was last seen at his home in Membury, 
near Axminster, on the morning of Tuesday, 
September 6th when it was thought he was 
planning to cycle to Colyton Grammar School. 

His bike was later recovered in Axminster and 
the next day his family received a letter saying he 
wanted to spend some time away from home. 

Arthur's parents, Jeremy and Caroline Heeler- 
Frood, have now gone on camera to appeal di¬ 
rectly to their son. 

In an emotional plea, Mrs Heeler-Frood said: 
“We’re missing you terribly. We don't know that 
you're safe or what situation you’re in. I don't 
think you realise how hard it is for us, please make 
contact." 

Mr Heeler-Frood told Arthur that if he did not 
want to call home, he could phone the charity 
Missing People on 116000, which would not trace 
his call but would pass on any message. 

He added: “Better still, come home and talk to 
us. If there are any aspects of your life you're not 
happy about, there are other options we can con¬ 
sider together. 

“We'd like to take this opportunity to thank all 
our friends and family and members of the public 
for all their goodwill and support." 

Mr Heeler-Frood also thanked the police for 
their efforts in trying to find Arthur. 

Mrs Heeler-Frood added: “Just let us know 
you're safe Arthur, please." 

Police are now appealing to anyone who may 
have employed Arthur, accommodated him or 
who may have provided him with transport in the 
weeks he has been missing to get in touch. 

Superintendent Sam de Reya said: “We are 
appealing to business owners, likely to be restau¬ 
rateurs, hoteliers and cafe owners who may 


have had a young man work for them in the last 
four to five weeks or anyone who may have pro¬ 
vided him with accommodation in that time pe¬ 
riod." 

Arthur is five foot, five inches tall, of slight build 
with short brown hair. 

It is thought he would have changed into casual 
clothes - possibly blue jeans, a black hoodie and 
two-tone beige and black Element jacket, and he 
was carrying a black rucksack. It is also thought 
he may have cropped or shaved his hair. 

If anyone has any information on Arthur's 
whereabouts they should contact police on the 
designated phone number 0800 0961233 quot¬ 
ing reference number 255 of September 14th.

Hospital back to normal

hosted the Great Fire Afternoon 
Tea to acknowledge the support 
of the country’s towns and 
parishes who in all had sent 
£12,794 (equivalent to £1.9 mil¬ 
lion in today’s money) for the 
relief of distress following the 
Great Fire of 1666. 

Cllr Moulding, from Axmin- 
ster, said: “It was a fascinating 
event and I was particularly hon¬ 


oured and proud when, to my 
surprise, in his address the Right 
Honourable the Lord Mayor said 
he ‘particularly welcomed 
Councillor Andrew Moulding as 
Devonshire had raised £1,480 - 
far more than any other area’. 

“That’s equivalent to about 
£220,000 now and quite a coup 
for Devon too.” 

Although only a tiny number 


of the county’s population 
would have visited London, 
many parish records refer to 
‘briefs’ - collections of money 
in churches for the fire relief. 

Collections were taken in 
every church in England and 
Wales, although the sum col¬ 
lected was sometimes modest, 
as plague still affected many 
parts of the country.

AXMINSTER Town 
Council has called an 
extra meeting tonight to 
find a compromise for 
dog access to Jubilee 
Field. 

The Amenities Com¬ 
mittee meeting will have 
only one item on the 
agenda and it will be 
held in Pippins Commu¬ 
nity Centre, starting at 
7pm today (Tuesday, 

October 18th). 

People power con¬ 
vinced town councillors 
that dogs should be al¬ 
lowed on Jubilee Field 
in Axminster. 

The extent of dog ac¬ 
cess is yet to be agreed, 
but a compromise has been promised. 

As previously reported, local residents 
quickly formed a pressure group (led by 
Aimee Seward, Angie Wiley and Karen 
Price) after it was announced that dogs 
would be banned from the field for a year 
until Axminster Town Council takes own¬ 
ership. 

But after an hour-long debate on Mon¬ 
day evening, Axminster Town Council re¬ 
ferred the matter to its Amenities 
Committee, with a view to finding a com¬ 
promise. 

Mayor Cllr Paul Hayward said: “The 
amenities committee will take onboard 
points made and come up with a compro¬ 
mise.” 

The decision was met with loud cheers 
and applause from a large group of dog 






owners attending the meeting. 

Going into the meeting, Axminster Town 
Council had already indicated a U-turn, 
proposing to provide a fenced-off dog area 
earlier than planned. 

Current landowner Betterment Proper¬ 
ties had told both the council and the cam¬ 
paign group that it was happy for a third 
of the field to be fenced-off for dogs as 
soon as possible. But dog owners were 
concerned that the area allocated is easily 
waterlogged, and there were also calls for 
a larger area for dogs. 

Councillor Andrew Moulding, for exam¬ 
ple, suggested the whole field should be 
accessible for dogs, but councillor Sue 
Spiller was against that idea. 

She openly admitted she is afraid of dogs 
and asked why people like her should ef¬ 
fectively be excluded from the field. 


At one stage she had to reprimand a 
member of the public in the crowd, who 
appeared to mock her fear of dogs. 

The debate widened to include proposals 
for a running track to be included. 

The day after the meeting, town council¬ 
lor Jeremy Walden made an announce¬ 
ment on social media saying: “I have 
called a meeting of the Amenities Com¬ 
mittee for next Tuesday, October 18th at 
7pm at Pippins Community Centre. 

“I would hope representatives of the dog 
walkers would come along and we can 
discuss the possibilities, and hopefully 
find a solution to please everybody. 

“Coffee and cakes on me.” 

When Axminster Town Council takes 
over ownership it will get £10,000 to to¬ 
wards field facilities as part of what is 
known as a Section 106 Agreement.

HONITON ART SOCIETY: Dorset 
based artist, Marilyn Allis, painted 
two vibrant watercolours for mem¬ 
bers of Honiton Art Society at their 
October meeting. 

Using large brushes - sizes 30, 
16 and 10 - she paints loosely with 
no unnecessary detail, creating 
paintings full of movement and 
colour. 

For her demonstration she had 
previously sketched two scenes on 
heavyweight watercolour paper. 

The first was a horse racing 
scene which she began by rubbing 
in a few highlights with wax (this 
would resist the paint when ap¬ 
plied). Then the background was 
wetted before a wash of Raw Si¬ 
enna and Ultramarine, adding 
Cadmium Yellow to a foreground 
wash. 

Marilyn was careful not to let 
the wash run over the outline of 
the jockeys which would muddy 
the later applications of colour. 

The washes were dried with a 


hair drier before work was started 
on the jockeys and horses using a 
size 16 brush. 

Marilyn uses Intense Violet as 
the base colour for her shadows as 
she considers this produces a more 
interesting result. 

A flesh tint of Light Red and 
Sepia was used for the jockeys’ 
faces, with no added detail. 

Some of the other colours used 
in this picture were Prussian Blue 
and Sepia for darkest darks, Burnt 
Sienna and Sepia were good 
colours for the horses. To finish, 
shadows painted under the horses 
anchored them to the ground. 

Marilyn’s second painting was a 
group of Mediaeval Musicians in 
their colourful attire. After apply¬ 
ing a light wash of Raw Sienna 
over the background and drying, 
work started with the faces of the 
group, using the Light Red and 
Sepia mix, again omitting any fa¬ 
cial features. 

The outfits of the musicians were 


painted thickly using strong 
colours, Prussian Blue and Sepia 
for the darks, a watered down 
Crimson and Prussian Blue mix 
for pale shadows - keeping a 
strong tonal contrast added drama 
to the group. 

A Burnt Umber shadow under 
the figures completed the painting. 

Marilyn kept the background 
pale to add impact, always being 
careful not to over work the paint¬ 
ing and loose its spontaneity. 

Chairman Barrie Raby, thanked 
Marilyn for an interesting demon¬ 
stration, which would help us all 
achieve more vibrant and dynamic 
water colour paintings. 

The next meeting of the society 
is on November 14th when Colin 
Brown will be demonstrating a 
street scene in mixed media at 
Awliscombe Village Hall, from 2 
to 4pm. Visitors welcome, en¬ 
trance fee £4.

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Loss of hospital beds a ‘slap in the face’ 


Blocked Hospiscare shop access 


COPY of letter sent to the ‘Success Region CCG 
Exeter’. 

■ I UNDERSTAND that you propose to close some 
community hospitals and reduce, dramatically, the 
local hospitals’ inpatient beds. It has confirmed some 
of my worst fears, made worse by poor publicity. Not 
all, including me, are on the internet, least of all the el¬ 
derly and vulnerable whose lives are most in need of 
local community hospital beds for rehabilitation, con¬ 
valescence etc, rather than bedblocking in Wonford. 

But I must say “thank you” that at last common 
sense has prevailed and ‘we’ are back under ‘Exeter’, 
the obvious choice in the first place. The waste of 
money in this process must be colossal. But I don’t 
see why Barnstaple is made to suffer. Surely the near¬ 
est big hospitals should provide for emergency care? 

What a slap in the face to all Leagues of Friends, 
the amount of money raised by them to bring com¬ 
munity hospitals into being in the first place and their 
ongoing financial and voluntary support over many 
years. What about the nurses recruited to local hos¬ 
pitals and now dropped? You will be aware how 
much money has been raised by our Seaton Hospital 
League of Friends to provide, eg: complete solar heat¬ 
ing, much physiotherapy equipment, special mat¬ 
tresses, TVs, minor op’ needs, equipment to help 
ENT and dermatological needs. You will lose all the 
goodwill and voluntary fundraising by local support¬ 
ers as has happened at Axminster Hospital. Honiton, 
Ottery and Okehampton must be devastated. If we 
lost our Seaton hospital beds I would seriously have

to reconsider my membership of their League of 
Friends who have worked so hard to make Seaton 
Hospital such a wonderful place. 

We must be open to some changes, but there will 
always be a need for community hospital beds, espe¬ 
cially for those who live on their own without family 
support. Can you imagine a lonely patient waiting in 
bed all day for care workers, not knowing when she 
can be toiletted etc? A care worker may be ill, what 
happens then? It is because of the spoken worries of 
a community nurse to a housebound friend (“there 
will never be enough carers to cope”, and “I’d like to 
challenge a manager to come on my rounds to see 
how difficult it is”) that these present proposals have 
chanced to reach me. 

The NHS has a duty of care to all patients. Can it 
be sure that you are not motivated to care on the 
cheap, ie carers are usually women and not paid ade¬ 
quately, often without the provision of a car? Will 
treatment be sufficiently supervised? 

Management seems to assume all patients have the 
use of a car or a regular bus stopping near their homes 
to attend the hubs envisaged. Surely all local hospitals 
can be hubs, including those with inpatient beds? 

I have known many grateful friends who have been 
so grateful for Seaton hospital beds including for se¬ 
rious cancers, heart conditions, strokes, crippling os¬ 
teoporosis, dementia crises, made worse by diabetes, 
blindness and deafness. One with spinal cancer was 
able to walk and use his hands again by intensive 
physio at Seaton; likewise a patient with two broken 
shoulders. If you think these would have been better 
dealt with at home, please think again. 

Thank you that Seaton is in the top option. Option 
‘A’ is also my choice, if change proves needed. Your 
main aim should be to spend more on treatment than 
on administration.

Damaged wall warning 

■ I WOULD refer to your headline story in Axmin- 
ster Pulman’s dated Tuesday, October 4th 2016, “Six¬ 
teen animals killed after wall collapses” and commenl 
as follows to set the story straight: 

Over the last couple of years I have been commis¬ 
sioned by Magnolia House Care Home to carry oul 
various menial tasks when needed. 

During the period of July 27th-28th 2015 a requesl 
was made by the Principal of Magnolia House Care 
Home to clear the vegetation and overgrowth evidenl 
on the other side of Magnolia House car park wall. 

The overgrowth of vegetation was causing damage 
and distress to the wall. 

With permission of the farmer who owned the field 
the vegetation was cut back and burnt over the period 
mentioned, all before the present owners purchased 
the property and field. 

The Principal of Magnolia House then requested 
after cutting back the vegetation to place metal stakes 
and warning tape along the length of the wall, three 
meters from the base. This request was duly carried 
out on completion of the clearance works. 

Some six months after the purchase of the property 
by the present owners, they removed the warning tape 
and stakes where they deposited them back into the 
car park of Magnolia House, all without any consul¬ 
tation with Magnolia’s Principal. 

I can’t understand the logic that they then decided 
to locate their chicken run and rabbit hutch at the base 
of the wall, while they were aware of the danger oi 
the wall, once signified by the cordoned-off area. 

I hope this clarifies the movements leading to this 
unfortunate incident.

Tis the season 
for saving!

YOU may not feel in the festive spirit just yet - but 
now may be an ideal time to start budgeting to ease 
the strain on your wallet over Christmas. 

People typically spent £506 on Christmas 2015 
on gifts, food and drink, and socialising. 

The total bill was 8% higher than the average cost 
in 2014, according to findings from Halifax. 

Nearly a third (29%) of people admitted spending 
more than they did in 2014, and of those who did 
increase their Christmas spend, nearly one in five 
(18%) spent more than £200 more. 

Many people may also find themselves facing a 
Christmas hangover that lasts into spring 2017. 

Halifax found one in three (31%) people still had 
payments from Christmas 2015 outstanding at the 
start of February - and their Christmas financial 
hangover was typically expected to last until April. 

Among these people, just over a third (34%) were 
concerned they may need to make cutbacks on 
non-essential spending to pay for the cost of the 
previous Christmas. 

One in eight (12%) thought they might have to 
forego a holiday this year as a result. 

And one in 10 spenders had made, or expected to 
make, cutbacks on food shopping to cover the cost 
of Christmas 2015. 

Giles Martin, head of Halifax Savings, says: 
"With the typical cost of Christmas increasing to 
over £500 and the hangover stretching to a third of 
the year for some, it's never too early to think about 
how you will pay for it. 

"If you can afford to save regularly to spread the 
cost, then the earlier you start saving, the less you 
need to find each month." 

A third (34%) of festive spenders surveyed saved 
specifically for Christmas. More than half (55%) 
funded some of their Christmas spending through 
their salary. 

Christmas can also leave many juggling debts. 

Around one in three (31%) rely on a form of 
credit to fund Christmas, with credit cards being 
the most popular choice. Savings can also be a 
Christmas casualty - 7% of us end up dipping into 
savings we were not planning to spend on Christ¬ 
mas, the research among more than 2,300 people 
found. 

There are also big differences between the sexes 
when it comes to Christmas spending, with women 
likely to spend around £100 more than men on 
Christmas.

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5 TIPS FOR ADDING VALUE 


1. If you've outgrown 
your home and you can 
make it bigger by build¬ 
ing an extension or converting the loft, cellar or 
garage, doing the work is often more economi¬ 
cal than moving and gives you an opportunity 
to create space tailored to your needs. However, 
you need to be careful not to enlarge your home 
in the wrong way. You'll add most value if 
everything's in proportion - for example, the 
right number of bedrooms to bathrooms (aim 
for at least one bathroom to three bedrooms) 
and enough living space for the number of bed¬ 
rooms. 

2. Lofts are often straightforward to convert, es¬ 
pecially if the work can be done under your 
home's permitted development rights, meaning 
that planning permission isn't required. Loft 
conversions usually add most value when 
turned into a suite with a main bedroom, bath¬ 
room or shower room and even, if there's 
enough space, a walk-in wardrobe or dressing 
room. If planning laws allow, maximising the 
space by adding a full-width dormer window 
and altering the side roof so it goes from sloped 
to 'straight' (when viewed from the front or 
back) makes for a larger and more valuable loft 
conversion. 

3. These days, smaller, separate rooms are out 
and larger, open-plan rooms are in - as far as 
most of us are concerned. However, totally 
open-plan space isn't necessarily the best way 
to add value, or live day to day, especially if you 
have children. Open-plan kitchen-diners/family 
rooms are now extremely popular, but also hav¬ 
ing a separate, more formal sitting room works 
well for many families. Some families prefer to 
have a separate playroom or den for the kids, so 
the mess is self-contained. 

4. One of the best ways to create an open-plan 
kitchen-diner/family room is to add a ground- 
floor extension (which can also often be done 
under your home's permitted development 
rights) to enlarge the existing kitchen and any 
rooms you're combining it with, such as a sep¬ 
arate dining room. Add a wall of bi-fold doors 
leading out to the garden to give a wonderful 
feeling of inside-outside space and you have a 
valuable addition to your home. 

5. If enlarging the kitchen isn't an option, mod¬ 
ernising a dated kitchen is one of the best things 
you can do. Kitchens and bathrooms are the 
rooms that most sell homes because replacing 
them is expensive and disruptive, and while you 
don't have to spend a fortune to get a good look, 


any money spent is 
usually a good invest¬ 
ment in these 

key rooms. 

PRODUCT OF THE WEEK 

Light up DIY projects in these dark evenings 
with the AE0183 Rechargeable LED Work 
Light (£19.99, Screwfix). This sturdy metal 
light is cordless (with a three-hour battery life), 
so you can carry it from job to job without hav¬ 
ing to find somewhere to plug it in. The built-in 
10W LED bulb gives off masses of light, but it 
doesn't make the casing or glass hot - non-LED 
work lights get extremely hot and so can be dan¬ 
gerous. The AE0183 has a fully adjustable head 
and a comfy-grip handle, and comes with two 
chargers - one for a socket and one for a car cig¬ 
arette lighter - so there's no excuse for not keep¬ 
ing it charged. 

HOW-TO TIP 

Do you have unsightly radiator-pipe holes in 
varnished or stained floorboards? This is a com¬ 
mon problem if the radiators have been moved, 
leaving the old holes. Carefully lifting the 
boards with holes in and fixing a piece of wood 
underneath will enable you to fill the holes eas¬ 
ily. If you can't get the boards up and there's 
nothing to fill on to, gradually build up wood 
filler around the edge of each hole and when 
that's set hard, fill the middle of the hole. Use a 
flexible wood filler that's the same as, or a sim¬ 
ilar colour to, the floorboards, or stain the filler 
the same colour for a good finish.
